15, 1944, by the explosion of a 37 
millimeter shell. 


Plaintiffs are Raymond B. Ped- 


ron and Jess Morris, Hope, fathers 
of the boys who charge that the 
hell which caused their 
sons' 
deaths came from the Souhwestern 


'roving Ground near Hope. Their 
ittorneys contend the government 
vas negligent in permitting 
the 


shell's removal from the proving 
;round. 
Charles A. Beaslcy, Jr., assist- 


ant United States district attorney 
and counsel for defense, denied the 
icgligcnce charge, and moved for 
dismissal of the case at the con- 
clusion cf the plaintiff's testimony 
Tuesday afternoon. He said the 
plaintiffs had not shown sufficient 
cause for action. Judge Harry J. 
Lernley did not act on the mo- 
tion. 
The Pedron child, age nine, and 


the Morris boy, age 11, were fatal- 
ly injured while playing "bomber" 
with a shell the Pedron boy had 
found in his parents' apartment.

two-fold."

junctive relief to preserve the sta- 
tus quo-pending an adjudication of 
the merits of a controversy. 


"Its maintenance would cast a 


presumption of a lack of due pro- 
cess upon every equitable proceed- 
ing which undertakes t grant such 
relief. 


"In sum. the proceedings would 


be tested for due process not at its 
conclusion but at its start. 
Such 


contention in rspect to this 'type of 
remedy is, of course, untenable."

after the GAO repored tha "one 
out of every twenty" settlements 
"may have been based on fraud." 
The report was made to Con- 


Dress by Lindsay Warren, head of 
the general accounting office. 
Bender said the report coincides 


with information obtained by the 
committee. He added 
that it "is 


in line with what I have presvious- 
ly claimed, that millions of dollars 
of the taxpayer's' money has been 
wasted and literally given to war 
contractors. 
Warren renewed his request that 
Congress repreal the contract set- 
llment act. He has opposed it on 
the ground it did not give the gen- 
eral accounting office ample pow- 
er to stop fraud. 
Up to last Dec. 31, Warren re- 


ported, the GAO

6,701 
settlements covering pay- 
ments to contractors totaling $906,-

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American agreement on Palestine 
by its inaction since then. 


The UN was clearly warned of 


trouble ahead. On the very day 
that partition was voted, repre- 
sentatives of the Arab states toid 
the General Assembly that their 
governments would not abide by 
the decision. It was evident that 
opposition would t;ike the form of 
concerted international action. And 
that is just what is happening. 


The Jews have gcen guilty of 
some needlessly bloody reprisals 
in Palestine. The British have been 
guilty of a half-hearted effort lo 
keep the peace. But it was the 
Arabs who started the fighting. 


Some have said that new nations 


are born slowly and in pain. They 
point to our own long revolotipn, 
and to the bloodshed from which 
many other governments of today 
have emerged. But this does not 
mean that history must go on re- 
peating itself. The UN was cre- 
tcd to change the pattern of his- 
ory, to put an end of wars, de- 
clared and undeclared, 
and 
to 


preserve peace. 


Efforts have been made by the 


UN in India and Indonesia to stop 
the fighting there and settle dis- 
putes. They have had some suc- 
cess. But the trouble in Palestine 
—trouble born within the Assembly 
chamber—is ignored. 


Partition was unpopular with the 


Arabs and their supporters, 
and 


the Security Council knew it. 


Yet the Security Council has not 


aced. The UN Commission on Pal- 
estine has not acted. The British 
government refuses to co-operate 
witn the UN decision. And the 
Arab states are assembling 
an 


invasion army to crush the embryo 
Jewish state which the decision de- 
creed. 
.If the invasion is not halted 
or broken up by international ac- 
tion, unilateral action by a 
UN 


member will not be surprising. Bri- 
tain obviously is neither willing 
nor able to take that action. And 
what other nation is near enough 
and strong enough to step 
in? 


None but Russia, of course. 


Some people with an .under- 


standable suspicion of Soviet pol- 
icy think that Russia's 
agree- 


ment on partition v/as made with 
just such an outcome in view. If 
a major invasion 
of 
Palestine 


should come about, the future of 
the Jewish stale and its people 
would be seriously 
threatened. 


It is not easy to predict where 
the Red Army woul4 be sent and 
how long it would stay, once it 
was in Palestine. But the possi- 
bilities cannot bring much joy to 
Washington or to London. Evidently 
London is going to do nothing about 
it. So, for the sake of justice and 
self-interest, it looks as if it is up 
to Uncle Sam to break the silence 
and stir the Security Council to 
action.
